OBERTA PETERS, a soprano of perennial appeal in I 
returns to the Capitol Theater to cap Utah Opera’s 1986- 
season with five performances in the title role of Verdi’ 
“La Traviata.” 


The popular work, conducted by Anton Coppola and 
directed by Bodo Igesz, will open Thursday, with suc- 
ceeding 8 p.m. performances on May 9, 11 and 14. To accommo- 
date overwhelming demand, a 2 p.m. matinee has been added May 
17, Tickets are largely sold out for evening performances, but a 
good selection remains for the matinee. For reservations, call 533- 
6494. 


“La Traviata” (The Lost One) is based on the play “La Dame 
aux Camelias” by Alexandre Dumas fils, who adapted it from his 
‘novel of the same name. Dumas was inspired, even obsessed, by 
the real life tragedy of Parisian demi-mondaine Marie Duplessis, 
with whom in 1845 he entered into a passionate and stormy affair, 
very similar to that depicted in the opera. Duplessis succumbed to 
tuberculosis in 1847; in rapid fire succession, Dumas’ book ap- 
peared in 1848, and the play, a great vehicle for 19th century 
actresses such as Sarah Bernhardt, debuted in Paris in 1852. Ver- 
di's opera, with libretto by Piave, premiered in Venice in 1853. 


From near-child prodigy to mature artist of universal appeal, 
toberta Peters needs little introduction to Utah audiences. After 
tensive study as a girl in the Bronx, she made her Metropolitan 
pera debut at age 19, and has been with the company an unparal- 
led 36 seasons, 


Best known for her coloratura heroines such as “Lucia de 
immermoor,” Gilda in “Rigoletto” and Rosina in “The Bar- 
x of Seville,” Peters is also noted for romantic heroines 
thas Mimi in “La Boheme” and Violetta. She maintains 
listinguished national and international career as a 
‘italist, performer of modern scores, and ambassa- 
* of music. Peters has sung twice in the Soviet 
ion, where she was the first American-born artist 
receive the Bolshoi Medal; also in the People’s 
sublic of China.
